danga, Halisahar, etc.; but, on the other hand, the Cossipore-Chitpur, Bara- 
nagar, Garden Reach, Titagarh, Bhatpara, Naihati and Baruipur munici- 
palities are said to do good work and to be steadily improving local condi- 
tions. Steady. progress is being made with schemes for water-supply and 
sewerage in Naihati, for sewerage in Titagarah and for flood-flush drainage in 
Budge Budge. 5 
Mr. Prentice points out that the provision of an improved water supply 
for Cossipore-Chitpur is of great importanee not only from the sanitary point of 
view but-also from the point of view of public safety, .A seheme for_an 
unfiltered water-supply for purposes of fire-control has been suggested ; but, 
as he points out, the Commissionors are naturally reluctant to commit 
themselves to the dual system while there is any chance of obtaining a 
sufficient supply of filtered water for all purposes, e.g., under a satisfactory 
riparian water-supply scheme. “The position in Budge Budge is more 
difficult, as it is a tae way south of Calcutta, and the supply of water from 
a central scheme might expensive. However, the Commissioners have 
decided to ask the Chief Engineer, Public Health Department, Bengal, toframe 
a seheme for their Consideration, and his proposals are awaited. Unfor- 
tunately the deep tube-wells that have been so successful in mills at ‘Titagarh 
and eslewhere have not proved such a success in Garden Reach and Budge- 
Budge ; otherwise there might have been a fairly simple solution of tie 
difficulty. ,

The income of the municipality is 
insufficient to finance an adequate loans programme, and there seems little 
prospect of the rateable value of the town increasing unless the town can be 
popularised by the development of vacant lands (private property) for building 
sites. Mr. Addis has proposed, with the small margin of income over expendi- 
ture which the revised assessment is yielding, to raise a loan for the eonsttuc- 
tion of a modern meat market and slaughter-house while the possibility of 
embarking on an electric lighting scheme is under consideration.” 


The Commissioners of Darjeeling are reported to have shown considerable 
interest in the discharge of their duties and to have assisted in the smooth 
working of the municipality. Commissioners as a body are said to be the 
progressive and anxious to improve the amenities of their town, Which is 
fortunate in-the public spirit and mutual co-operation of its municipal 
representatives. The Commissioner of the Division observes that no less 
than three of the municipalities inthe division had absentee Chairmen during 
the'year under report ; it seems to be a serious mistake to elect as Chairman 
‘a. person who is likely to spend most of the year outside the limits of his 


municipality.
